“It is with inexpressible pride’ and 
satisfaction that your-commander re- 
counts your glorious deeds on the 
field of battle. In the early days of 
June on.a.front of twenty kilometers, 
after night marches and with only: the 
reserve rations which. you’ carried, 
you. stood like a -wall against the 
enemy advance on Paris. For this 
timely action you have. received the 
thanks of the French. people whose 
homés. you saved and the: generous 
praise of your comrades in arms. 

“Since the organization of our sec- 
tor, in the face of strong opposition 
you. have advanced your lines two 
kilometers on a front of eight kilo-| 
meters. You have engaged and de- 
feated with great loss three German 
divisions and have. occupied impor- 
tant strong points—Belleau Wood, 
Bouresches, and Vaux. You have 
taken about fourteen hundred prison- 
ers, many machine guns, and much. 
other material. The compléte suc- 
cess of the infantry was made possi- 
ble by the splendid. co-operation of the 
artillery, by the aid and assistance of 
the engineer and signal troops, by the 
diligent and watchful care of the 
medical and supply services, and by 
the unceasing work of the well-organ- 
ized staff. All elements of the. divis- 
jon have worked together as-a well- 
trained machine. 

“Amid the dangers and trials of 
battle every officer and every man 
has done well his part. Let the stir- 
ring deeds, hardships, and sacrifices 
of the past month remain forever a 
bright spot in our history.

GERMAN RULE -DENOUNCED 


Protest in Reichstag. Against

“LONDON, July 11.—Bolshevist forces 
have taken the offensive against the 
Czechoslovak ,army in the Volga region, 
and the Government troops have won a 
great success, says a Russian. official 
statement received here by wireless to- 
day from Moscow. The Czechoslovaks 


in Siberia also are réported to be retreat- 


ing before a counteroffensive of. the 
Bolsheviki. 

The communication, which was sent 
out by the Department of Military 
Operations of the People’s Commissariat 
of War, reads: 

** July. 9, Czechoslovak Front.—After 
preparations for an offensive, our trpops 
have reached a great success. Almost’ 
without loss we took. Syzran (seventy. 
milés south of Simbirsk) and Bugulma,. 
(130. miles’ southwest of: Ufa:) "The 
Czechoslovaks and White Guards fled 
in disorder in the direction of Samara. 
We are reaching Stavropol, (in Ciscau- 
casia,) Yaroslav, (178 miles northeast of 

phar ts and Rybinsk, (fifty-two milés 

wést.of Yaroslav.) An armed traih 
ea violently shelled towns occupied by 
the White Guard, who are flying in a 
panic over the Volga. Detachments fled, 
to Rybinsk, where they tried to raise a 
mutiny. Measures have been taken 
against. them. 

“Eastern Sector.—Czechoslovaks after 
occupying Tcheshardrinsk are now re- 
treating before a counteroffensive of the 
Council’s troops. 

‘“‘Our Commander in Chief of the 
Uralo-Siberian front, Birzin, reports 
that Czdchoslovak troops commanded by 
Russian officers have committed many 


atrocities upon the personnel of the 
West Siberian Railway.”’ 


Anti-Czech Chief a Suicide. 


General Muravieff, commander of the 
Bolshevist forces, operating against the 
Czechoslovaks, has committed suicide, 
according to an official Russian wire- 
less dispatch received here. The dis- 
patch, which denounces Muravieff as a 
traitor, says: 

“He issued a false and treacherous 
order to his troops and sought to direct 
an offensive against the Soviet Govern- 
‘ment of Russia. He ordered his men to. 
advance against Moscow and at the 
same time attacked the town of Sim- 
birsk, in the Volga region. The Soviet. 
troops, however, declined to obey his- 
orders, and remained faithful to the 
Soviets’ authority. Finding thdt the 
troops would not follow him in betray- 
ing the revorution, Traitor Muravieff 
shot himself, 

*“‘On the Czechoslovak front all is’ 
quiet and the situation is secure. Troops 
are preparing for a further offensive 
against the Czechoslovaks and White 
Guards.” 

General Muravieff, undér the Imperial 
régime, was Police Inspector of Petro- 
grad, with the rank of Colonel. Upon 
the outbreak of the revolution he joined 
the Bolsheviki and commanded the. 
forces which defeated General Korniloff, 
when the latter was within fifteen miles 
of Petrograd. Muravieff continued in 
the service of the Bolsheviki, whom he . 
is now accused of betraying. 


Czechs Control West Siberia. 

Virtually all of Western Siberia is in © 
control of the Czechoslovaks, according 
to a Reuter dispatch from Peking, dated 
July 10. The dispatch states that the 
Bolsheviki have been overthrown in the , 
whole region from Tobolsk, east of the 
Urals, to Semipalatinsk, 750 miles to the 
southeast, near the Chinése frontier. 
The Trans-Siberian Railway is under 
Czechoslovak control from Tcheliabinsk, 
in the Ural Mountains at the junction 
of the branches of the road which leads . 
to South and North Rusia, to Kfas- 
noyarsk, 1,300 miles to the east, 

The report confirms earlier dispatches . 
to the effect that the Bolsheviki at 
Irkutsk - have been defeated by the 
Czechoslovaks.

Received Dewey’s Defiance. 

Von Hintze is a typical German sail- 
orman, with a successful if not brilliant 
peace-time naval career behind him. 
The most memorable incident of his 
navy days took place in 1898, when he 
was Adjutant to Admiral von Diederichs 
on the Pacific station, when Admiral 
Dewey was before Manila. It will be 
remgmbered that the German Admiral 
took up @ rather threatening attitude. 
Von Diederichs sent von Hintze with a 
message to Dewey, and the American 
Admiral took the opportunity to convey 
his now famous message to the German 
Admiral. Von Hintze, having received, 
an answer to the message with which 
he was charged, was going when Dewey 
called him back and said: 

“By the way, you can tell your’ Ad- 
miral, too, that if he really wants a fight 
je can have it now.” 

It was Grand Admiral von Tirpitz who 
persuaded von Hintze to abandon the 
navy for diplomacy. Tirpitz found in 
him a kindred Pan German spirit and 
greatly admired von Hintze’s keenness, 
wit, and resolution. The Kaiser, too, 
had and has a great fondness for the 
outspoken and resolute naval officer, 
and he rapidly became an imperial fa- 
vorite. U 

A man of the world, widely: read, ef 
most affable manners, 
speech, greatly liked jn society, and a 
ladies’ man, von Hintze speaks Eng- 
lish perhaps better than von Ktihlmann, 
He knows English literature much more 
thoroughly than ‘ne knows that of the 
fatherland. -He can quote Shakespeare 
by the hour and Milton by the page: A 
Pan German of Pan Germans, he has 
often made the yeriest Prussian reac- 
tionary jealous of the boldness of his 
words and acts.

Aviation officers have already sug- 


| gested to the War Department that the 


memory of Major Mitchel’s career in

Debate Lasted Three Weeks—So-, 


claliste Held That Banks’ 
Profits Were Excessive.

PARIS, July 11.—The proposal for 
the renewal of the privilege granted 
to the Bank of France, to have the 
sole right to issue banknotes in this 
country, has been passed by the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. The Bank of France,, 
like the Bank of England, is al- 
most entirely independent, State-con- 
trolled, and operated as the most im- 
portant existing link between the State 
and national finances. Its position is 
euch that, in the most unlikely event of 
the State repudiating its liabilities, the 
security offered on notes issued by the 
Bank, which forms the vast bulk_of the 
circulating medium of this country, 
would be unaffected. The proposal to 
renew the Bank’s right to issue bank- 
notes developed into. a long pitched 
battle in the.Chamber between the Col- 
lectivists, or Socialists, on the one hand, 
and the Individualists, who form at least 
three-quarters of the House, on the 
other. The Socialists asserted that, in the 
best interests.of France, the Bank ought 
to be nationalized on ‘the ground that its 
profits are excessive, and because, in 
their view, the financial credit of the 
country is better assured if the Bank is 
transformed into a concern directly and 
completely operated by the Government. 

The argument of the majority op- 
posed to this view was that the Bank, 
being independent of political influences, 
constitutes the best possible repository 
of the real national credit of France. 

Discussion of the question  oc- 
cupied eleven sittings of the Chamber, 
but it was not until yesterday that the 
first real step was taken toward the 
eolution of the problem. The debates 
showed that the Bank makes a 
profit of 24 per cent. on its capital of 

~ $36,400,000.. This is the original. capital 
issued 118 years ago and never increased 
g@ince. As shares in the Bank were 
igsued in denomination of 1,000 francs 
each, say $200, and have for a long pe- 
riod been quoted around 5,000 francs, 
the yield, if bought today, is somewhere 
@round 5% per cent., which is not ex- 
cessive in view of the fact that the 
French war loan itself pays at least. as 
much.

The 
investments were carried in the names 
ef corporations, and. the State Contro!l- 
ler contends that by means of the corpo- 
rations she was ‘doing business" 
within the meaning of the statute re- 
quiring that capital so used be taxed. 
Counsel for Mrs.Green and her son,’ 
Colonel E. H. R. Green,’ the executor, 
insisted that she merely made invest- 
ments of her surplus income and that 
the public impression that Mrs. Green 
Was a money lender on a large scale 
and at high rates of interest was errone- 
ous. ‘The property now taxed is valued 
at only $2,247,571, consisting chiefly of 
mortgages. The chief aim of the State 
Green’s bank 
deposits on the ground that they were 
being used by her in her “ business.” 
The value of these deposits, believed to 
constitute the bulk of the estate, has 
mever been disclosed. Colonel Green 
made the surprising statement in his* 
testimony that his mother never drew a 
check, but notified one of her banks 
when she wanted money and had a 
eashier’s check drawn.

Admiral von HINTZE may be a Pan 
German, a war-mad German; he may 
be, as he is reputed to be, a “ bad 
man” in diplomatic relations, but 
what can he do if he is appointed 
Foreign Secretary to succeed the un- 
fortunate von KUEHLMANN? With the 
greater part of the civilized globe 
Germany’s foreign relations are now 
of such a nature that the interchange 
of communications is kept up by shot 
and shell, not by written notes. The 
appointment of the Admiral, who is 
@ man after von TIRPITz’s own heart, 
will not hurt the feelings of any 
chancellery; it will make no differ-: 
ence in tke policies pursued at any 
foreign capital. - 

It will be perfectly well understood 
everywhere that the going out of von 
KUEHLMANN and the coming in of von 
HINTZE have this meaning, and no 
other, that in obedience to Pan Ger- 
man demands civil government has 
been abandoned in Germany, the mili- 
tary power being now supreme. Ac- 
cording to report, it was at the Ger- 
man General Headquarters, the Em- 
peror himself being present, that the 


decision to accept von KUEHLMANN’s 


resignation was taken. The offense 
of the retiring Secretary in declaring 
or admitting that Germany could not 
hope for a victory by arms alone, that 
she must have resort to diplomacy, 
was, of course, unpardonable. The 
war party would have no more of 
him. Von HINTzE ought to be entire- 
ly satisfactory, but the consequences 
of his appointment will be chiefly do- 
mestic. It is an official, final notice 
to the German people that they are 
underlings, mere goods and chattels of* 
militarism. They must fight and pay 
and suffer, but they are to have noth- 
ing to say about the Imperial policies. 

The appointment of Mr. BABLIN 
would have been a very different mat- 
ter. He is an industrial magnate, a 
conspicuous figure in the commercial 
world, who may be supposed to have 
some very definite ideas about what is 
going to happen to German trade and 
industry if the war continues, as 
President WiLson has said it must 
continue, until the Imperial Power is 
destroyed or made harmless. Of his 
appointment to high office note would 
be taken in foreign capitals, for it 
would indicate something like a re- 
turn of reason in Imperial quarters. 
But the men who make up the war 
party, the men now in control of Ger- 
man policies, have this in common 
with the Hohenzollerns, they are all 
fighting to save themselves. Defeat 
for Germany, the enforcement of the 
only conditions on which peace can be 
made, would make an end of them and 
they know it. As long as they can 
keep an army in the field, as long as 
they can keep the German people in 
subjection, they will continue the 
hopeless strife.

GOVERNMENT OPERATION. 


Bandits looted a railway train in’ 


bleeding Kansas yesterday. Yarlier 
in the week eighty-nine lives were lost 
in a collision on the Nashville & Chat- 
tanooga Railway, which is officially 
explained, but not excused, by the 
fact that the train hands of one train 
* overlooked ” the right of way of an- 
other train. Hardly more than a week 
before that disastrous “ gccident ” 
sixty persons were killed in a collision 
of a troop train with a circys train at 
Gary, Ind. We are far from blaming 
Government management for these 
regrettable incidents. Rather we 
dwell on the fact that it is impossible 
now to use such incidents as an argu- 
ment for Government ownership. 

The attempt to regulate the railways 
on the lines of ideal perfection was 
persisted in for thirty years, and was 
abandoned none too soon. The poor 
success of Government regulation is 
the reason why we have drifted into 
Government operation, and are con- 
fronted with conditions which would 
have been roundly condemned if they 
had occurred under private operation. 
The moral is not to be drawn by those 
who have not expected from Govern- 
ernment operation anything more 
than would have been obtained under 
private management with like freedom 
to raise rates and bend laws to suit 
convenience. 

Perhaps the less said the better, by 
anybody. Such things often happen 
in threes, and the series possibly may

THE FOURTEENTH OF JULY. 

Do the utmost we can, we shall 
have hard work to honor the Four- 
teenth of July as France honored the 
Fourth. Colonial as well as Con- 
tinental France kept the day, theirs 
ag much as ours, with a fine fervor, 
with genuine feeling. The great 
personages of official life, the dwell- 
ers in obscure villages, joined us in 
commemoration of the common fes- 
tival of freedom and. democracy. 
Paris gave Mr.. WILS0Nn’s name jo a 
famous street. The President of the 
Republic then and elsewhere spoke 
the mind and heart of France, the 
good-will, the fraternal sentiment of 
the nation. 

It is no debt of iacinink gratitude 
that our soldiers are repaying to 
France, that is an unpayable and 
unforgettable obligation; but the re- 
membrance of her service to us adds 
to the zeal with which we fight. for 
her, for ourselves, for all free peoples. 
The Fourth of July, 1918, was a holi- 
day that crossed the frontiers of every 
free State. It was rubricated on the 
international calendar. It ceased to 
be American solely. France, Great 


Britain, Italy, all our brothers in the 


war, kept it solemnly and joyfully 
and in hope, the symbol of the united 
democracies, of the national aspira- 
tions of all peoples oppressed, of 
triumphant resistance to German 
tyranny. 

So this coming Fourteenth of July 
is no merely French festival. If it 
remembers the fall of the Bastile, it 
predicts the fall of the giant fortress 
of German absolutism. * Germany 
would revive the old world of serf 
and vassal and a military aristocracy. 
The nations banded to break her evil 
power find in the Fourteenth, as 
they found in the Fourth, the signal 
and the watchword of liberty and 
justice, for which they are to fight 
to the end. 

Whoever says “ France” says more 
than more or any words can express. 
She means so much, so many things; 
and never in her marvelous history 
has she meant so much to us, has she 
been so marvelous @s in these years 
of her sorrow and her patient cour- 
age. The United States, fighting by 
her side oversea, will here salute, 
next Sunday, this well-beloved friend, 
dearer, greater, worthier of all honor 
than ever before. 

A hundred cities are preparing for 
the day. Here in New York it will be 
observed with an especial and a gen- 
eral heartiness. Resolutions have 


been introduced in Congress asking 


for. official expression by that body of 
American*sentiment toward France. 
It is greatly to be wished and hoped 
that President WiLson will be able to 
come to the Madison Square meeting 
Sunday night. His presence and his 
spoken words would not only add to 
the significance of the American cel- 
ebration, but would give a real pleas- 
ure to Frenchmen of France. They 
would appreciate, they would be 
touched by, his personal part in their 
and our Fourteenth of July.

LABOR PROFITEERING. ' 

The 700 machinists who were mak- 
ing pumps for 190 destroyers and.who 
struck have returned to ‘work. They 
are to be congratulated for their pru- 
dence more than for their patriotism. 
They had signed an agreement for the 
settlement of their demands by the 
War Labor Board, and they struck 
because the decision was delayed, al- 
though it was part of the agreement 
that the decision, whatever it may be, 
should date back to the time’of the 
agreement. The War Labor Board is 
as sensitive as the unionists about 
having a watch held its actions. 
Instead of hastening to’oblige, like the 
complacent Congress, the board inti- 
mated that there would be no decision 
while a strike was pending. The 
strikers were condemned even by the 
union to which they belong: By re- 
suming work they have put their de- 
mands in the way of consideration on 
the merits, and an effort should be 
made to welcome a timely repentance, 
which, to say the least, shows no ex- 
cees of confidence on the part of the 
strikers themselves that they were in 
the right. 

The machinists work in an open 
shop, and had conferred with their 
employers through a committee. A 
majority of their demands in number 
had been conceded, but the most im- 
portant were not allowed, One, in 
particular, touches upon a point of 
general application. The _ strikers 
asked that their pay should be raised 
to the rate paid by the Government in 
the shipyards. That is something dif- 
ferent from a demand for union rates 
of pay, or the prevailing rate of wages, 
or what the work is worth, or higher 
wages because of excess profits, or 
the high cost of living, or any of the 
usual reasons for demanding what the 
labor, traffic will bear. The demand 
of the workers was nothing less than 
a holdup of the Government because 
of its embarrassment on account of 
the press of war work. Shipbuilders’ 
pay was made higher than other pay 
in order to attract men to the yards. 
If now other workers get shipbuilders’ 
pay, then the Government is put at 
the same disadvantage, and must 
raise rates again. That would be an- 
‘other rpason for another demand for 
more pay for the machinists, and so 
on in an endless chain. In form the 
demand was upon Government con- 


pa ooo ‘In substance Rage 


was prejudicial to Government work 
and little short of a labor tax levied"by 
the: strikers. The men further de- 
tmanded that at least 60 per cent. of 
them should be classed as first class, 
and therefore eligible for the highest 
pay, regardless of what their employ- 
ers thought about their work. And 
there was the usual demand that they 
should be allowed membership, in the 
unién of their trade, an “ outside ” 
organization. ; ; 

The position of the company is that 
it has been a commercial business for 
many years, and that its character is 
not altered by work on Government 
contracts. It.is ready to meet all re- 
quirements imposed upon any con- 
cerns in like situation regarding all 
conditions of labor, and claims that its 
workmen are better off.than ship- 
workers, whose pay is raised because 


their conditions. of employment are 


not so good and compel the breaking 
up of home relations in order to take 
the ship work in newly, established 
emergency yards. The company has 
raised wages 48 per cent. in two years, 
or 60.per cent. if piecework and over- 
time are included, or 70 per cent. if 
the calculation is confined to those 
long in its employ. Their positions 
are so much envied that the com- 
pany has doubled its forcé without 
effort in these times of labor ‘short- 
age. And now the men, having got 
their jobs, wanted to procure better 
terms than they could ,obtain by fair 
application to their employers, or, 
they fear, from the award of the War 
Labor Board, unless it is placed under 
duress. 5 

This is not the -way to the approval 
of public opinion. .The enforcement 
of the demand would have made the 
men seem like profiteers, or the So- 
cialists who use the country’s embar- 
rassment as a means of pressing for 
the six-hour day. The strikers’ de- 
mand was contrary to the order of the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation that the 
emergency yards should not steal la- 
bor from one another by raising wages 
or offering other inducements beyond 
the standards established by the War 
Labor Board. The case does not stand 
alone. There aré too many strikes 
for the true good of labor. Some years 
ago the country adopted a firm atti- 
tude toward capital and compelled it 
to be fair toward labor and the public. 
The country is now softening its heart 
toward capital, somewhat too hardly 
disciplined, and is on the point of dis- 
covering the necessity of taking a firm 
stand toward labor in turn. The pub- 
lic interests at this time are as far su- 
perior to those of the labor class as to 
those of the capital class. Each must 
bow in turn, if they offend against 
fair play and good morals.

THE GORE PROHIBITION AMEND- 

MENT. : 

Into the Food Stimulation bill has 
been intruded an utterly irrelevant 
and impertinent amendment, prohib- 
iting the sale of distilled spirits, save 
for export, after Dec. 31; the use, 
after Nov. 1, of food products to 
make beer and wine, their sale after 
Dec. 81. This is special legislation in 
a general appropriation. Sound par- 
liamentary procedure demanded that 
the intrusive amendment be cast out 
of the bill. What does parliamentary 
procedure, what does anything, count 
to the Dry Zealots of the Senate?’ 
The ruling of the President pro tem- 
pore against the amendment is beat- 
en. It appears that there is a major- 
ity for the amendment greater than 
that which overruled the point of 
‘order made against it. Thus prohibi- 
tion is to be forced upon the country 
by the indirect, indefensible means of 
a legislative “rider” on a general 
appropriation bill. : 

Much might be said of the keen 
irony of the framer of the amend- 
ment, which is ‘for the purpose of 
“conserving the man power of the 
“nation and to increase efficiency in 
“the production of. arms, war muni- 
“tions, ships,’”’ and so on. The testi- 
mony of Mr. SAMUEL GOMPERS, of 
Mr. HuR.LeEy, and Mr. BAINBRIDGE 
Co.tsy of the Shipping Board is suf- 
ficient comment on that pretended 
“ purpose.”’ 
like the purpose of every measure 
dear to the Drys, is to bring about 
prohibition, for prohibition’s sake, by 
hook or crook. Prohibition is the 
beginning, middle, and end of their 
statesmanship, the one and only de- 
sirable and necessary good. 

The “legislative tepresentative” of 
that fourth branch of our Govern- 
ment, the Anti-Saloon League, also 
abounds in irony when he cries that 
“the people are thoroughly aroused 
“and in earnest in their demand for 
“this war legislation as a necessary 
“part of the war program.” In 
peace, it would have been a necessary 
part -of the peace’ program. The 
Anti-Saloon League, or its well-paid 
agents, are thoroughly aroused all 
the time and calmly impersonate “ the 
people.” 

Wantonly to throw away a-revenue 
of some $700,000,000 a year to please 
the Anti-Saloon League is a strange 
thing to do when all the sources of 
taxation are searched and tried. The 
country will have to pay the piper 
for the Drys to dance to. What of 
it? Perish everything but prohibition! 

The grave injury, to be done, al- 
most without notice, to the great in- 
terests affected might be dwelt on, 
but we prefer to consider the amend- 
ment solely on its manner, not its 
substance.

At the same time the increase of 
imports was about 120 per cent. Japan 
intends to keep this new trade.

On the 
other hand, the southern republics 
have responded to her efforts by 
working for an éxchange of products 
and improving their consular service 
at Japanese ports. The field has by 
no means been neglected by our Gov- 
ernment.

A Waste characterization, “a hu- 
of Fine ™an document,’ is thor- 
Material. *oughly well-deserved in 
the case of an article 
centributed to the July Atlantic by Mrs. 
Wrnirrep Brooke Irvine. In it she tells, 
with a veracity not less evident than is 
the vividness of her descriptions, ex- 
actly what employment in a Canadian 
munition factory was for her and what 
it is for other women who, like herself, 
have been unaccustomed to that kind 
of labor. And she does it, fortunately, 
without even a single touch of senti- 
mentality—of self-pity or of self-praise— 
but with many intimate and personal 
revelations that make the article of 
much practical value to thoughtful stu- 
dents of one of the more important of 
the new social problems created by the 
great war. ‘ ¢ 
Mrs. -Invine* found that work (aynong 
and with the. complicated machinery 
used in making shells was repulsive as 
well as hard at first, but she was in- 
terested by it from the start, and the 
interest grew steadily as time advanced, 
while the repulsion as steadily de- 
creased, and long before her term of 
service ended it had entirely disap- 
peared. This may have been because 
she developed not only a notable ca- 
pacity for operating machines of deli- 
cacy and pregision—many women can 
do that quite as well as men—but a 
power which, according to Havetock 
Extis and several other high authori- 
ties, no woman has. It was that of ad- 
justing and regulating such mechines 
when they were out of order. This 
talent, so rare in the sex with little or 
no help from heredity toward the attain- 
ment of the highest form of mechanical 
skill, was promptly’ recognized by her 
superintendent and the foreman directly 
over ‘her, but either none of them was 
sufficiently appreciative of her excep- 
tional worth or else iron rules left them 
without discretion as to the number of 
hours she should work in each week.’ 
For the one reason or the other, no 
allowances were made for the fact that 
she had less of natural ‘strength or of 


acquired endurance than men similarly 


employed, and at the end of six months 
her health had been so seriously im- 
paired that she was obliged permanent- 
ly to abandon munition making. A like 
mistake was made as regards the other 
women workers. Yet it should not be 
difficult to see that such rapid wearing 
out of the only machinists available, by 
overworking them, is 4& most stupid 
form of inefficiency. 


Much interest, how- 
ever it may be ‘as 
regards sympathy— 
and there will be 
some of that, too— 
has been earned by the men over in 
Queens who at both the Republican and 
the Democratic headquarters are pro- 
testing passionately against giving to 
women the positions and wages that go 
to those who serve their country by 
performing the toils incidental to BHlec- 
tion Day. What reason the protestants 
give for refusing to feminine voters their 
share of these honors and emoluments 
is not yet recorded; and only one can 
be imagined, as there is little doubt 
about the competence of women to per- 
form these not very difficult tasks. 

That one reason is that the men do

not want to give up a highly valued 


privilege which they have monopolized 
so long that the thought of losing or 
dividing it is intensely and intolerably 
painful to them. Whether or not that 
reason is adequate to prevent the change 
is a matter of opinion, but it is easily 
understandable. At least, it is easily 
understandable by those—and they are 
seemingly mumerous—who understand 
why anybody wants these once-or-twice- 
a-year jobs. To a much larger class it 
has always been a mystery how they 
could be taken at all by men with liv- 
ings to earn, for they must rather se- 
riously interfere with the regular occu- 
‘pation, whatever it may be, of whoever 
seeks and attains them. 

Out of the controversy in Queens there 
may come some light on this dark prob- 
lem, for it is obvious that the men who 
are clinging so desperately to their an- 
cient monopoly will have to justify 
their claim to it, and in so doing they 
will have to tell both why they like to

All the other nations 
of the world are straining every effort 
to. maintain their old customers and 
their position there even during war 
times. Why should not we too antict- 
pate the coming competition for Mex- 
ico’s trade? Why should we nat en- 
deavor to place another helpful hand 
on the spokes of our great war ma- 
chine? 

The strength of a nation in war de- 
‘pends 6m the: sum.total -of its recources, 
This voluntary gift of ours to Mexico, 
worded as it was, proves the broadness 
of vision’ of our Government in enlarg- 
Ing its field of recourses. Our State 
Department has found the right manner 
of accomplishing that desire and in 
treating with the less powerful nations 
to our south. 

We should applaud’ our Government's 
enceuragement of Mexican production, 
for Mexico can be an ally worth having 
and helping.

MIRBACH’S ASSASSINATION.

Gen. Oberoucheff Doubts That It 
Was Due to Social Revolutionists. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

The German Ambassador to Russia 
was killed in Moscow. This event na- 
turally attracted the attention of the 
press. A statement by A. J. Sack, the 
Director of the Bureau of Russian In- 
formation, appeared in the papers. He 
points out that V. Chernoff, a known 
member of the Sooial Revolutionary, 
Party, said that the Social Revolution- 
ists would practice the same terrorism 
against the Bolsheviki as they did 
against the ‘Czar. 

Right after that he continues: ‘‘ The 
assassination of Count von Mirbach is 
the beginniag of that program which 
the Social Revolutionists have threaten- 
ed to carry out.’’ Thus A. J. Sack at- 
tributes to the Social Revolutionists the 
murder of Count von Mirbach. 

It ig true that in the news from Rus- 
sia this fact is pointed out, and it is 
even mentioned that two murderers, 
after having’ accomplished their. mur- 
dGerous act, disappeared in the Social 
Revolutionary Club. This was sufficient 
cause for the Bolsheviki to surround and 
attack the club and arrest the leaders 
of the Social Révolutionary Party. But 
this information comes from Moscow 
and is supplied by those who find it 
profitable for themselves to show the 
death of Count von Mirbach in such 
light. The assassination of the German 
Ambassador in the heart of Russia is 
an act of great importance and it could 
only free the hands of the Germans and 
the Bolsheviki:to fight side by side and 
to apply governmental terror toward 
those groups of Russians whoare against 
the tactics of the Bolsheviki and the ac- 
tions of the Germans fn Russia, Be- 
cause of this there is no reason to be- 
lieve that the party of Social Revolu- 
tionists by their actions would Ary to 
help along to bring to life terror of the 
Bolsheviki and Germans in Russia. 

I allow myself, knowing the spirit of 
the Social Revolutionary Party, to pro- 
test emphatically against the accusa- 
tion, which brings in new difficulties to 
the life of the country, which is very 
much entangled and complicated as it 
is. Great care should be taken in ap- 
plying judgment to the news we get 
from Russia about the participation of 


‘I the Social Revolutionary Party in the 


assassination of Count von Mirbach, 
because, this information com‘ from 
those who are personally intesested, as 
it furnishes good excuses for their vio- 
lence toward their opponents. The last 
news tells us that violence and outrages 
of all kinds are already taking place in 
Russia.

Major Mitchel’s Career.as a Lesson 
cin Mu ieipal Politics. 

To the Editor of: 4 New York Timea: , 
I went up to the City Hall yesterday 
afternoon to pay nfy respects to the 
memory of John Purroy Mitchel. I saw 
thousands of my fellow-citizens gath- 
ered there who,. with instinctive and 
deserved reverence, ‘bared their heads 
as his body went by, I saw their eyes 
glisten, their faces light up with a re- 
flection of the glory and wonder and 
tragedy of human life. 

Yet how many of these were of the 


‘same people who, less than a yéar ago, 


resented his attempts to prepare them: 
for war! How many were of the peo- 

ple who believed the lie that this dead 

and: gallant soldier sought to make 

slaves of their children in the public 

schools! How many were of those who 

visited this man with political annihila- 

tron because he fought his own Church 

for enlightened treatment of orphans, 

or who believed scandalous innuendo 

about his motive in treating with a 

great railroad corporation! ; 

And yet there he passed, gallant to ° 
the last, dying, as he had lived, a poor 

man—a silent and noble answer to all 

his calumniators. 

And, dear friend of mine though he 
was, I shed no tears for him then.. We 
are the ones to be grieved for. We are 
the ones for whom life is, too great. 
Thrown by chance as citizens of a great 
city into the most momentous years of 
human history, we could bring forth 
only narrow, contemptible little ideas 
and suspicions. 

.We resented conscription then. We 
have forgotten our opposition now, be. 
cause we see, as he saw before us, that 
it is the fair and democratic method of 
raising great armies. 

We allowed ourselves to be duped 
about the schools. But they go on stib- 
stantially ag before, and the promised 
crop of child slaves is yet to appear. 

We raged against the garbage plant. 
But most of us have forgotten about it 
now, for it is a main reliance for 
glycerine for the war, and the National 
Government is trying to get other cities 
to follow our example. . 

We said he surrendered to the bank- 
ers on the $100,000,000 loan. “But we 
have forgotten about it now, because 
the city’s credit went unscathed through 
the opening of the war, and the “ pay- 
as-you-go’’ policy has been written 
into law. 


We said that he conceded too much 


|to the New Ygrk Central Railroad. But 


we have forgotten about it now, and 
when we have difficulty in shipping 
adequate supplies for our troops and 
shiver on **coalless”’ Mondays we de- 
mand to know why our all-rail facilities 
are so inadequate. 

Oh, the waste, the futility of human 
effort caused by our petty passions and 
prejudices and politics! If only a breath 
of clean air had swept through. our 
minds last Fall! Then had we conspired 
to keep this extraordinary . adminis- 
trator at his right appointed job! But 
he was too big for us. “He cared too 
little about our petty ideas and prea! 
dices. He saw the enduring things to 
do, and he did them. And his only re- 
ward is that even without him they 
continue to éndure. 

But he does not grieve, he does not 
complain; no, he even need not care. 
‘But we, fellow-citizens of New York, 
let us grieve, let us complain bitterly 
ke ourselves! Let us at least Mla mo .

Britigh Destroyers Show Great Skill 
In Defending American Troopships. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

One of the most graphic descriptions 
of @ transport’s trip across the ocean 
and its eventful experiences with enemy 
submarines that has yet reached us on 
this side is: contained in the “inclosed 
letter that I received a few days ago 
from my brother in England en route

* ** Iam willing to take my hat off 
for the British warships any day. The 
escort we met as we struck the danger 
zone was efficiency with a capital “ EB.” 

They saved our lives: twice. Only their 
vigilance, marskmanship, and skillful 
manoeuvring saved this convoy. I 
wouldn’t take all the money in the 
world for that trip and the thrills that 
it offered. Only we couldn't see how 
they could do all that without having 
the American Flag on their masts to in- 
spire them. ° 

Those destroyers, can charge on a 
sub with the speed of the most power- 
ful racing car, suddenly.swerve to the 
side, discharging a depth bomb, and es- 
cape the mountain of water that rises 
straight up in the air with lightning 
rapidity. If I didn’t see with my own 
eyes what happened I would never be- 
lieve it. And if the English can do it, 
the Americans surely can do it. No 
wonder the sub is considered as power- 
less fn stopping the United States from 
sending troops across, I have never 
had much faith in our winning this 
war as I have how, after seeing the ut- 
ter futility of the sub.

When the Board of Estimate meets 
this morning there will appear before it 


Fifty-eighth Street, between Sixth and 
Seventh Avenues, include $5,060,000 of the 
entire assessed valuation of $6,030,000 
on the block. The property ‘owners will 
protest agairist the board approving the 
application of Mrs. Estelle P. Anderson 
and Mrs. Peachy J. Flagg, the owners 
of 112 and 114 West Fifty-eighth Street, 
for an amendment to the zoning reso- 
lution to include this property in a busi- 
ness rather than a residence street. 

It will be argued that the block is of 
a chara¢ter so clearly intended to be 
within the protection of the building 
zone legislation that any change of the 
block into a business neighborhood can 
only be regarded as an attack on the 
building zone legislation itself. 

“If the present application should be 
permitted to succeed, the building zone 
restrictions might as well be discarded,’’ 
said Harold C. McCollom, a lawyer of 
8 Nassau Street, who, in conjunction 
with other attorneys, will this morning 
represent 83 per cent. of the property 
owners of the block, who are opposed 
to amending the zoning law so as to 
make the block a business block. Mr. 
McCollom said yesterday that if the 
presént applications pending were ap- 
proved no restricted block in New York 
City would be safe. 

The application to amend the zoning 
law grew out of contracts made by Mrs. 
Flagg and Mrs. Anderson to sell their 
property, assessed altogether at $71,000, 
to Steinway & Sons, who at the same 
time contracted for: the purchase of 
properties on Fifty-seventh Street, di- 
rectly in the rear of the Flagg and 
Anderson properties on Fifty-eighth 
Street. Tha title was to close on Augi 
1, 1916, but Steinway & Sons refused to 
take title because the zoning restrictions 
had then gone into effect and they there- 
fore could not buiid their proposed busi- 
ness building, which was intended to 
be a structure ten stories high fronting 
on Fifty-seventh Street and six stories 
high fronting on Fifty-eighth Street.

“I do so because I very respectfally 
but very earnestly dissent from the 
policy which it embodies. 
terms the Government would be obliged 
to assume the control and administration 
of all short-line railroads, without dis- 
crimination, I respectfully submit that 
this is not in the public interest. There 
are terminal short lines at many centres 
of freight-shipment and some 1,700 short 
lines which were built and are controlled 
by manufacturing, mining, lumbering, 
and other companies and which are oper- 
ated merely for the convenience of those 
companies, which would be included 
under the language of this resolution, 
very few of which, it seems to me, if 
any, ought to be taken over and admin- 
istered by the Government. 

“The. remaining short roads are 
‘feeders. to the main trunk lines, and 
more than mere feeders, most of them, 
for they have in most instances played 
@ very important part in building up the 
industries of the communities . through’ 
which they run and have “pecome essen- 
tial to. the prosperity of hundreds of 
towns and neighborhoods all over the 
Union. I quite agree that practically all 
of these should be retained, and that 


they should be not only retained but 


that they should ‘be accorded a fair 
division of joint rates—a fairer division 
than some of them have been accorded 
hitherto—and equitable allotment of cars 
and motive power and fair routing ar- 
rangements. Some of them constitute 
connecting links between two or more 
trunk-line systems. Those who play this 
part in the system of 8 Ag ged should -bé 
aecorded as fuli a share in through ship- 
ments as is consistent with the general 
interests of- the shipper and the public. 
‘This is the policy ‘which the Railroad 
Administration will pursue toward these 
roads. They will not be put at an unfair 
or a ruinous disadvantage. The Govern- 
ment owes a recognized obligation to the 
communities which they serve, but it is 
not, in my judgment, wise to oblige the 
Government to deal in. the same way 
With all of them, regardless of a ve 
great variet of circumstances whic 
affect their facilities and their adminis- 
tration... I beg that the Congress will 
leave the Government free to enter into 


|} arrangements with them which will in 


each case be to the interest alike of the 
road dealt with and of the local public.”’ 
‘The message was laid on the table, 
and there probably will be. no further 
effort, for the present at least, to legis- 
late on the subject. 
The Railroad Administration, which 
asked for the extension. of time, solved 
the problem for itself by relinquishing 
all the short lines not wanted for the 
Federal system, and some that later will 
-be taken back, just before Congress 
acted and before the time limit fixed in 
the Railroad act expired. 


FAST BARGE CANAL-SERVICE. 


Arrangements for Trips Between 
Here and Albany Three 
Times a Week. 


Special fo The New York Times. 

ALBANY, July 11.—Fast freight serv- 
ice on the new barge canal between 
New York and Albany is to be inaugu- 
rated at once, according to a statement 
made tonight by General Wotherspoon, 
State Superintendent of Public Works. 
He announced that arrangements have 
just been completed by G. A. Tomlinson, 
General Manager of the ew York 
canals for the United States Railroad 
Administration, for this service three 
times a week. The new line will_take 
carload and less than carload lots and 
will furnish service at a rate 25 per cent. 
cheaper than the rail lines. Albany, 
Troy, Amsterdam, Little Falls, Utica, 
Rome, Syracuse, Rochester, Lockport, 
Tonawanda, Niagara Falls, and Buffalo 
also will*be served. 

For. the present ten deckloading power 
freighters and two eaveres barges have 
been ob traffic develops 
additonal wilt be acquired. 
Freight agents will be stationed at every 
point touched. Uniform bills of lading 
naming’ all the conditions and Habilities, 
will Be accepted, subject to the rules and 
regulations of relative ratings, packing, 
&c., that are a gg by current clas- 
sifications. ariffs have been issued 
naming class and commodity rates be- 
tween all points to be served. 

Until power boats suitable for fast 
long-distance service are acquired the 
boats engaged in the new service will 
operate as far east. as Albany only. 
Traffic moving to and from New York 
City will be transferred with Hudson 
River lines. This practice, however, will 
not add to the time in transit. 

In New York the receiving and deliver- 
ing station will be at Piers 5 and 6, East 
River, temporarily. Later it is. expected 
another Manhattan pier will be acquired 
and placed in service.
